Tlie principal qaoation 
diaooased waa that of the apeakerahip. It 
was decided to confer with the leadora of 
thu opposition on the matter. 

German Aericnltural Dlatreai. 

London, March 12. — The Emperor in 
opening the oauncil of atate said he expected 
tho oounoil would be able to agree on some 
meaaores that would result in warding off 
tho distreaa in the agrlanltnr^l diitriots. He 
declared he would be satisfied If without 
damages to other interests remedies for the 
depression of agriculture should be found.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Iut«rc8tiii|; Case Involviiii: a Couplo Mitrrlcd 
in Victoria. 

Detkoit, March 12. — An intereating <|ucs- 
tion involving the Chinese exclusion act 
arose before U.S. Gomtniasioner Graves to- 
day in tho application of Moy Sing Mow, a 
prominent merchant of Chicago, for permis- 
Hion to paea hia wife, Num Goat, across tho 
frontier. According to Moy'a story ho and 
Nam Goat wore married in Victorlo, 15 C , 
last July by Chinese oaremeny. Hia bride 
is 21 and was bora In I'ortland, Oregon. 
She does not iindorstiinii English, This is 
tho second attempt mudo by Aloy to gee his 
wife into llio United .States. List euinnior 
ho applied to a port la North D.ikntn, but 
was refused. Ho came to Windsor, Ontario, 
about six weeks ago and employoil an attor. 
noy to prepare his ease and appeared witli 
hi| wife before Commissioner Graves to day. 
In order to avoid the charge that ho was 
bringing his wife into tliia country for im- 
moral purposes Mow and hia bride wore re- 
married by a Presbyterian clergyman in 
Windsor on January 24. Commissioner 
Graves hold that tho exclusion law does not 
prevent niorehunts from bringing their wives 
into thia country and ho decided that Mow 
and his wife could prooood to Chicago. Mow 
has lived Sf) years in Chlotgo. 



Honolulu, March 5 — (via Miowors)— The 
dlacuasion ariaing from deporting the three 
political prisoners to Vanoouver, while at- 
tracting more or less attention, is not caus- 
ing government ofBoials any fear from possi- 
ble derocatory results. The position of the 
government briefly cxpreaaod is : First, tho 
act was juatificd by tho laws of Hawaii 
Second, the aot complained of was done by 
order if the government oi Hawaii. The 
Advertiser thns comments on the news from 
Victoria : " Any British or American oourta 
in which iho exiled Cranstoun, Johnstone 
and Muller shiill seek redress for their ex 
pulsion from Hawaii, will Qnd ample prece 
dents in tho judicial decisions of their own 
coiiiitriea for refualng to entertain auoh 
cluima. Tho ' exiled ' have started in, it Is 
reported, with an action for damages 
against the captain and owners of the ship in 
which they went to Vanoouver. Tho do 
fence of such an action is plain, on tho faot 
that all the captain did was to cooeent 
to the Hawaiian government plac- 
ing these paaaongera on board his ship. He 
then Bailed for hia port of deatination, using 
no compulsion to prevent the exiles from 
leaving his ahip, or to force them to go in 
hia ahip. If the captain were regarded aa 
an agent of the Hawaiian government, hia 
defence would be that he acted by tho au- 
thority of a sovereign state, whiob was ex- 
eroiatog Its prerogative rights during the 
existenoe of martial'law, in expellirg from 
its territory any persons whom it considered 
to be dangerona to the oommnni^ or to tho 
state. No oiv'ilizsd state will oara to take 
the ground that anoh a coarse is sot 
allowed by the law of Batiooa, for 
if it were not, what would become 
of the great army of the deported from 
France, Germany and Russia, without 
mentioning the right insisted on by the 
United Statea, and acquiesced in by Eng- 
land, to exclude and expel criminal or 
pauper immigrants. The Orleans and Bona- 
parte princes were banished from Franco be- 
cause their presence in tho country of their 
nativity v,-aa regarded as inimical to French 
Republican iDBtitutions, and for uo other 
reason. To hold that the captain of the 
Wurrinioo is liable in an action brought 
againat him la a foreign country, for doing 
In Hawaii an act iuatified by its laws, would 
bo lo upget American and English judicial 
deeieions extending over a century btkok, and 
would eatabliah a new departure in tho 
diplomacy of modern times." 

Another of the exiles, ocq AicHle Mc- 
Dowell, Intended to go to Suva on the War- 
rimoo on her return trip, bob ho la still here, 
the captain refusing to take him. " I want 
no mare exiles aboard my ahrp," said Cap- 
tkln Bird. I had to givs $160,000 bonda 
on acoonoti of the laat three 1 took from 
bore before tho ehlp could leave Vanoonver. 
No more ezilea in mine," 

On the afternoon of February 27 Major 
Potter, Major MoLeod, Charlea B. Wilaon 
and Mrs. Wilson visited the apartment 
oooapied by Mrs. Lillaokalani Dominie, in 
the executive building, for the purpose of 
reading to her the sentence of five years 
impriaonment pronounced by the mili- 
tary oocimission and approved by Presi- 
dent Dole, as the reault of her being 
found guilty of miaprlsion of treason. 
Tho ex-royal lady remained seated 
during the leading of tho sentence and man- 
ifested comparatively little concern over it. 
For tho present Mrs, Dominis will bo treat- 
ed aa a state prisoner and -will be oonficed 
In her preaent quarters. She was not sen- 
teneod to hard labor like other prisoners, 
tho l^resident having remitted that portion 
of tho jad(;meut. Rpgulationa regardini; 
tho future of Mrs. Dominis will be formu 
lated by the authorities hereafter. 

There aro now no politiDal priaonors 
awaiting trial, all having been either re- 
leased or sentenced. All the death sen 
tenccs have been commuted by the Presi- 
dent. 



MANITOBA SCHOOLS. 

Dslton HcCartby'8 Rosolntlon Condemnlni; 
Dominion Interference. 

ToBONTO, March 12 — A mass meeting 
was held in University hall to-night to dis. 
cuss the all absorbing question, the Mani 
toba school legislation. Mayor Kennedy 
presided, and among tho speakers were 
Dalton McCarthy, M,P. , who recently 
argued tho case for Manitoba before tho 
Privy Council ; Bev. Dr. Caven, princlpul 
of the Knox college, and other prominent 
personages. Mr. McCarthy wound up an 
elaborate address, in tho course of which ho 
reviewed tho legislation on tho echool quea- 
tion from its inception to the present, by 
moving a resolution In effect aafoUowa: " n.o 
aobjeot of education ia a matter of essen- 
tially local oonoern, and though the right of 
appeal to the Governor-General-in-Counoil 
is by the Britlah North America Aot, and 
in thocaaoof Manitoba by Its oonatitutlonul 
»ot, given in certain eases, yet ita power is 
uo (ippoaod to tho goveraiDg principle which 
regulates the distribution of legislative 
authority between the Dominion and the 
provinces that its enforcement would be 
humiliating to the province aa to which it Is 
cxcroisod, and chat it ia a jurisdiction which 
should never be assumed except in cases of 
the must U igrant abase of the provincial 
power." The resolution was carried unani- 
mously.

Mrs. Aahford, of Port Hope, has asked 
the Premier to interest himself on behalf of 
her two sons, Claronoo and Volney, com- 
mittod to jail by the government of the re- 
public. Sir Mackenzie Bowell has written 
to the British conaul for parllculara.

The Royal Moll ateamship Miowora, Cjpt, 
Stott, from Aaatralla and way portB,urrived 
at the ooean dook ab four o'olook yeatorday 
afCernooD, reporting all well aboard, and a 
pleaaant voyage, oujoyod by &U the passen- 
gers. The trim veuaol wuB de jply laden, at 
the Btern bolow the rod line ; and aho pre 
Eented a novel appearance, the black piiut 
upon her upper hull having given plaoo to a 
ooat of drab muoh after the style of the 
Emprea^es, and the Soathern CroeB having 
dliappeared from the funnel. Purser Voung 
kindly aupplied the following memo of the 
Toyikge : The Miowera loft Sydney on 
Monuty, ISch February at4 p.m ; arrived at 
Suva 24-.b February, leaving eame day ; ar- 
rived at Honolulu 4tih Marob, having light- 
ed Alofa and Mary islands en route ; oroaa- 
ed the equttor on 27tb February at mtd- 
nigbb in 170 W. ; on February 28tti at noon

from Honolulu on 5th instant, and after a 
imart paaaage of aeven days reached Vic- 
toria at 4 p.m. on Maroh 12iih. Signalled 
the aohooner Sadie, of 'Friaoo, at 3 p m on 
Sunday lOtb inatant, 580 miles S W. of 
Flattery.

TiiK "japan's" nounii exi-erienck. 

The R M.S. Btnprcsa of Japan on Qer laali 
voyago from this cUy to Y.^kohama hud a 
terribly rough time (f it. Some idea of the 
experience of those •ouj.id may b: gathered 
from the following refereuoa to t-ha voyago 
from the columns of the Yokohama Adver- 
tiser : " One paaaenger on the Emproos 
which arrived here on Monday with three 
boats atove in and sundry other calamitleu, 
haa oroaied the Atlantic 36 timca but never 
experienced ao uncomfortable a voyago. 
Other passengers, with Ibbs nautical experi- 
ence and au abhorrenoo for being kept in 
confinement, only know that the trip was 
awful. The latitudes whence the Japan 
sailed were adverse to a fair paaaage to be- 
gin with ; then despite her having fair 
weather at the start she atmok foul times 
on her third day out, and the rest of the 
voyage through the upper end of the North 
Psclfio was fraORht with tumult and disgust. 
Even the' oaotain bad to leave his upper 
quarters and seek the library lounge tor a 
berth ; and, despite his experience, the seaa in 
those liigh latitadiBS at tills time of the year 
are so rough, that be was tossed off bis 
couch several times by the fearsome rooking 
cf the vessel. She waa ice-olad forward 
most of the way acrosn, and the deck was 
practically a skating rink. Even her crow's 
nest was epray spattered, and she had a 
terrible time of it generally. On Friday 
night ahe shipped ooaa that atove in one 
but and carried away one R^ng A-ay as well 
aa obliterating a good uoutiou of the rail. 
Two life boata wore also rendered uiolcas in 
tho gale, which lifted them up on ' ho davits, 
fljng them down again, and twisttd ibeir 
bowH any way. As one of the pusaongera 
was heard romaiking, thu pleasures of the 
trip wuro such that, the next time ho and 
hia raolhor in-law came together he wuuld 
beguile her into undergoing uuch a ti ip acroea 
the Pacific as he had had to suffer in the 
Empreaa." 

TUB "QOADRA's" work— two MORE BOCKS 
LOCATED. 

The Dominion steamer Qaadra returned 
to port yesterday, coming from a cruiao to 
Barclay sound, where aho haa boon to install 
the now liylitkcepor and hia family at Uup" 
Bualo. Whilst at Alborni the buoyo at the 
entrance to tho Somaos rivor wore over- 
hjulud and where necessary ronowecJ. Any 
vessel intending to anchor in San Mateo 
bjy, Uircl iy sound, should do ao with groat 
c >ution ah Ooptain W'alhran hos loc.iid a 
daugoroua 'ock, not marked on the Aduiir- 
iilty chart, which drica at low W'llor ai.ii 
altuatod about two oiblos S.K by Iv (nmg 
notio) from Baaton island. Auotliur ruck 
hoaalBO been accurately locktod during this 
cruise, the exietiinoo of which has boen 
known to tho Indians for aomo lime but its 
whereabi)U>8 up to thii prosunt u iiiyolory 
From information ricoivod from a rusldi ii^ 
at San Mateo bay Captain Walbran Bearchi.(l 
for this rock and waa auccj.-aful iu findmg 
it. The rook, whioh haa a d(.p'h of eight 
feet on it ab low spring tides, ia dauqeruua 
to shipping, baling one cable ofT tho nearest 
shore and bearing from Mutino point N. ^ 
W. (magnetic) nearly one and a half cables. 
The rook marked P D on the Admiralty 
chart does not exist, it evidently being in- 
tended for the rock now located. Tho 
sealing Bohoonera Kilmooy and Victoria 
wore lying in Dodger's cave, tho latter with 
sixty pkins, and several sohoonera were ofl 
tho sound, tho only one recognized being 
tho Kate. Tho weather during the cruise 
haa been excnptionally fine. 

TFfK " mascot" in HONOLULU. 

By the arrival of the steamer Miowera in 
port, yesterday, came the firat news of the 
sobooner Masoot's mtsfortnne. The schooner 
is now in HoDotaln, whither she arrived on 
Febrnary 28 witli her rigging all gone. On 
Daoember 28 she left here for Qaeen Char- 
lotte tsUnd to take lodians aboard for a 
cruise In JapMeae Ooast waters. Ou Jaou- 
ary 22 she aalled from the ialand, and on 
February 8 encountered a tremondoua galo, 
which tore away her rigging, thereby dis- 
abling her. She waa driven a lung way out 
of her latitude, and aa Honolulu waa her 
nearest port of call sho houJed 
there. An soon as the repair to tho 
aohoonor'a fore rigging haa been coinploted, 
the Boalcr will sail for the Japan coast, 
eventually visiting Hakodati. When a short 



distance off Honoluln harbor she saved three 
Japaneso fishermen's lives. The orafo bear- 
ing tho Japs was swamped In a heavy golo , 
and the men were fast periehlng when res- 
cued. The Siwaah buDters aboard the 
>uhoonor are having a happy time in Hono- 
lulu.

The Northern Pacifio Stoamahip Company 
scoma fated to trouble with their veesela on 
the Japanese side cf the Pacific. Ko sooner 
had the repairs to tho Victoria been com- 
pleted than tho Sikh dragged anchor and 
went ashore on tho Yokohamo breakwater 
during a wild galo about the end of Febru- 
ary. She was towed of! with difiieulty by 
the Yokoauka-Mara, having grounded 
broadside on, it being found neceaaary to re- 
move several huudred tons of cargo before 
the work of releaae eonld be undertaken. At 
the time of the Rmpreas' sailing it was not 
known whether she had sustained material 
damage. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Tho Braoknian & Kur Milling Co. are 
making a conaidorablo oitenaiou to their 
mill whatf near tho entrance to the harbor 
as uluo to the ahed thereon. Tho shed is 
being ItDgthc-ned GO feet, while the whr.rf 
area will have in the neighbarliood of 5,600 
Bqutre feet added to it. The work is now 
well advanced, and when completed the 
wharf will bo one ot the beat along the 
water front, its oonvenienoe to vessels and 
the depth of water it stands in making it 
superior to many of the othara. 

The ateamer Comox la making aeml- 
weekly trips to Port Novell from Vancouver 
now, and on eaoh trip ahe Is loaded down 
with passengers and freight. On her last 
trip North she carried out one of the largcet 
loads on record.

IS ACTION OBLIGATORY? 

It is contended by eomo that the liiati do- 
o'aion oi the Jadicial Commlbtee of the 
Privy Connoil does nob demaDd action on 
the part of the Dominion Ooverbmenb — that 
that Government is at liberty to do aa it sees 
fit) with respect to the Manitoba schools or 
to refrain from action altogether. It sooms 
to ua that those who hold this view have 
not given the subject much coasideration. 
In what positloD woald the Government be 
tO'day if the Miniater of Jaatice, after for- 
mally receiving the petition of the Mani- 
toba minority, should lay it away carefully 
in a pipeon holo, not to bo dialurbod 
until the coUootor of waate paper should 
visit the ot£ca or some blatorian should 
rummage Its desks and drawers for dooa- 
menta ol historic interest? What would be 
thought by men of all partiea and creeds of 
auch indiffereoce as this — auoh contempt for 
the wishes and opinions of a large propor- 
tion of the people ''. It ie easy to see that; 
no Government that could bo formed in tbii 
DaminioD would dare to ignore the deci- 
sion of the bighcat legal tribunal in the 
Kmpire in this way. Many of our readers 
would no doubt like to read what Mr. John 
S. Ewart, the Counsel for the Manitoba 
minority, had to aay on this part of the 
subjoot. Hero ia hia arguinont aa rtporced 
In the Mail aud Kaipire : 

I argue that the conatitution hua given 
to the C'ltholic minority of the V^ecn'a aub- 
jeota In Manitoba, aa a right, an uppual 
from aotp of the Legislative AaBombly ; that 
Hia ExcoUenoy-in Counoil oinnot decline to 
hoar Buch an appeal, and cannot rufuHO, 
whether out of regard for tlio Li'gialaturu or 
for any other reaann, to duliver a judgment 
upon the mcrita cl the oibo when brought 
before him. It ia a well-known rule for tho 
construction of atatutea that where functions 
of a public nature aro bestowed upon in- 
dividuals, auoh persons have no right to re- 
fuse to exercise their powors. The rule in 
dudes cases in which jurisdiction of a judical 
character is given. Even when the language 
of the Btaiutc^q ia permissive — tho judge 
may do Bo-audso, "may" is always held 
to mean that if a proper case la made 
out he shall do so-and-so. Allow mo 
to quote a paasage from Maxwell on 
Statutes (pages 295 6) : " It is a 
legal or, rather, a couBtitutlonal principle 
that powers given to public fanotionarica, 
or others, for public purposes, or the pub- 
lic benefit, were always to be ezerciaod when 
the occasion arlaea." And again : " But aa 
regards the imperative oharaotor of tho 
duty, it) waa laid down by tho King's Boncli 
(R. V. Haatinga, 1 D. ond H 48) that; worda 
of pormisaion in an Act; of Parliament when 
tending to promote the gcnonl bentflt, aro 
ahvaya hold to be oompulRory ; and as re- 
garda courts and judicial funotionariea who 
act only whou appealed to, tho aamo rule 
was in substanco roatatod by tho Common 
Picas in laying down that whenovor a ata- 
tuto oonfora an authority to Jo a judicial 
»cc (cho word "judicial" boing used evi- 
dently in ita widoat sonae) iu a curluin caao, 
it is Imperative on these an authorized to 
exercise tho authority when a cage ariaai-, 
and its exorcise is duly applied f jr by » 
party interested and having a right to make 
the application ; and that tho exoroiee de- 
pends not on the discretion of the courts or 
jndges, but upon proof of the particular 
oaae out of which the power arises," 

Our Supreme Conrb Act provides that 
" an appeal ahall He to the Supreme Court 
from all final judgments " of Proviuuial 
courtD. Tlio Manitoba Act. in similar terma 
provides that " an appeal shall lie to tho 
(! )Vornor-General In Council from any act 
or dooialon of the Logislaluro of the Pro- 
vince." What would wo aay of tho Supreme 



Contt did ib refaee to bear an appeal, or to 
deal with lb aa justice required, merely be- 
cause the case involved some political or 
otherwiaa troubleiome qaestlou ! With all 
proper reapeoli, and for identical reasons, I 
say that His Eioellenoy In Connoil cannot 
decline to exercise tho important powers by 
the Manitoba Aob conferred upon him for 
the protection of iheRiman Catholic minor- 
ity in that Provinoe, and I humbly claim aa 
a right that the pstitiona ahall be dispoacd 
of upon their nmrita, and without, regard to 
tho feelings of tho body appealed from. 

Tho following ia tho abatraot of Mr. 
Dalton MoCarthy'a argument on Wodnea- 
day of laat woek, aa published by tho 
Toronto Mail and Empire : 

Mr. McCarthy conoluded his argument 
to-dny against the applioatlon to the Gov- 
ernment for remedial hgialatlon in oonneo 
tioD with the Manitobji eohool cise. The 
main point of his reply to Mr. Ewart inthat 
this is a (jueation of policy tho Qovernmeot 
is called upon to determine, namely, whether 
tho national system of cduoiition or the 
ohuroh system is preferable. His con 
tention is that no duly devolves upon 
tho Governmant to remedy tho griev- 
ance unlesa, aa a matter of public 
policy, tho old state of uffjirs ia to bo 
preferred to the now. When pressed to give 
his viowa regarding tho powora cf tho 
Govornmeut, Mr. McCarthy exproaaod the 
opinion than if the application is favorably 
onaidered, the first step .vill bo a remedial 
order requeatlng the Manitoba Lcgialaturo 
to act. When that body declines to act, 
aa Mr. McCarthy coroodea it will, tho next 
step to bo taken will be for tho Government 
to udviae His Exoellenoy to confer jurisdic- 
tion upon Parliament to deal with the mat- 
tor. Tho juriudiction may be limited to 
a partial remedy, or it may cover 
all tho demanda of tho niinor- 
Ity. After Parliament acts, Ita pro- 
ceeding will be final, that ia no 
power excepting the Imperial Parliament 
will be able to undo what the CAnadian Par- 
ilamenb may do.' It will be what the law- 
yers call legislation ad hoc, or the eseoation 
of a trust which once administered Cannot 
be undone. If the relief ({ranted is only 
partial, it may be supplemented at any 
time by Parliament acting on tho autboricy 
of His Exoellenoy to the full extent of tho 
lines laid down in the judgment of the 
Privy Council. There la no precedent 
for this proceeding, though It is au- 
thorized by the oonatitution. Oooe tho 
remedial legialation is passed it bo- 
cimep, so far as t'^nada is concerned, 
like tho lawa of the Modoa and Persians. 
Provided the government determine the 
caao is made out for remedial legislation, 
tho man who can prevent the adoption of 
thta unrepeslable legialation ii Mr, Green- 
way-, and he oan prevent it effectually by 
obviating the neoesaity for It. That Is, by 
granting a measure of relief voluntikrily that 
win make it unneoeaaary to uie compulalon. 
In the opinion of Mr. McCarthy the 
remedial order will not be acted upon, but 
when parlifimenb, in pursui-aco of that 
order, passes remedial legislation, resistance 
will cease, though the qaeation will, In his 
opinion, be for years a most troublesome one 
in politics. 

DISA PPOINTBD PA TRIOTS. 

A few weeks ago our Grit friends were In 
great glee bicauao the Federal expenditure 
for January was considerably greater than 
the revenue. This excess of expenditure 
opened up for them a most cheering pros- 
pect. They saw thab If the revenue con- 
tinued to fall ofifat the January rate for Ibo 
rest of the year there would bo what thoy 
consider a delightful deficit. Thia would 
bo a perfect godsend to a party that ia find- 
ing that Its policy of British free tradoisbeing 
seen through and diaoredited by the people. 
The Grit Croaker-General, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright, was in high gleo. He without hesi- 
tation predicted thab the deficit at the end 
of the fiscal year would be over six milliona 
at tho lowest. 

vVhen the returns for February wore pub- 
lished the apfrlta of the jubilant Grits fell. 
Their patriotic hope that there would be at 
the end of the year an immense deficit was 
nipped in the bud. The revcnu) for tho 
month waa $'2,550,000 and the expenditure 
$2,2tJ4,000, giving the Government — or in 
other worda the people of Canada — a sntig 
little snrplus of over $.300,OOU. This was 
sad news for the Grits. 

When they saw how the Government 
ttood at tho end of tho eigiit months of tho 
fiscal year that aro pasBod they aaw with 
sorrow that thoy had commenced to halloo 
before they wore out of tho wood. Tho 
revenue for those eight months was $21,- 
804.000, and the expenditure .?22.335,0()0, 
Thia makoa tho deficit for the eight months 
a little moro than half a million of dollars. 
As tho great payments for tho half year 
wore made in January, when the Bubaidiea 
to the provlnuca wore due, thcro will bo little 
if any more than ordinary expenditure for 
the remaining four months of the year. 
The spring Importationa will, in a 
abort time, begin to come in, and 
the revenue will keep on increaaing, 
ao that tho prospect of thcro hoing an enor- 
mous deficit of six milliona or so, will, to tho 
grief and disappointment of these intenao 
lovjra of their country, grow small by de- 
greea and beautifully less. The poopio of 
Canada aro to be congratulated on the proa- 
speot, but to tho Opposition, who aro boing 
benefited In spito of thcmsolvea and against 
their will, the congratulations are gall and 
wormwood. We cannot honestly say we 
are sorry for them. In fact our hope is that 
they will at the ond of the financial year bo 
still further grieved ond more greatly dia- 
appointad by seeing the revenue and the ex- 
penditure of the Dominion equal or nearly 
equal. 

A O0NTRA8T. 

While independent and patriotic men in 
the United States cannot find language 
strong enough in which to express their de- 
testation of the course pnraaed by a Urgo 
part of tho Domoorutic parly in Congrcaa 
during tho laat two yeara, they apuak of 
Proeident Cleveland's conduct in tho high- 
est terms. The English languago, it would 
appear, does not contain epithets signifying 
contempt and disapproval strong enough to 
express the feeling which many patrictio 
American journalists and others entertain 
towards tho Democratic members of tho 
fifty-third Congrcaa. Almoat tho only Demo- 
crat of whom they can speak In terms of ap- 
provalandadmlration ia PreaidcntClovolaDd, 



Harper's Weekly, whioh expresses the 
viowa and feelings of a very large and 
highly iobeUigent body of United States 
oitlzsna, aays that " no American Prerfdent 
lave Washington hod owed hia election 
more to the prestige of his character, and 
not one bad entered upon his high ofBce 
moro omploruly unfettered by poliiioal ob- 
ligations to any man or aat of men " 

After reviewing the two years of Mr. 
Cleveland's odmlnlatration, condemning 
him for what ho did at tho dictation of hia 
parly and praising him for what hn did in 
direct oppnaitiou to the wishes and designs 
of tho majority of that party, the Weekly 
goes on to stiy : 

Tho ntorliog qualities of .Mr. Clovoland'a 
ohurjol or atood forth niont afrlUingly when 
he had ocoaslon to ho: on his own ro.spousl- 
bility. Hia conduct of foreign affairs boa, 
id all questions of Importance, been patriotic, 
fair and courageoua, Hia position with re- 
g^rJ to the Hawaiian nlTctir, although some- 
what marred by a certain clumsiness of man- 
agement, waa bbBod upon principloa of jua- 
tico and good faith, from which tho country 
cinnot depart withou'-. dishonor and incal- 
oulablo harm to Ita beat Intoreala. Although 
when engrossed with other subjocta, he haa 
done, and permitted to bo dono, many 
things fl.»grantly at war with tho principles 
of civil service refarm.he has at last material- 
ly extended tho domain of the civil service 
rules and may be expected to gomuuhfnrther. 
When the country was threatened by 
iatarnal disotdera he quelled the trouble 
with a promptness and vigor extorting ad- 
miration even from bis political foes. But 
nothing entitles him more to the gratitude 
of tho American people than the intrepid 
dotormination with whiob he went to the 
utmost of hia power to maintain the finan- 
cial honor and safety of tho republic. Ho 
presents a magnificent spectacle BS he Stands 
batnocn hia country and disgrooe, almoat 
ainglo hiinded and ulouo, a majority of hia 
own party againat him, both houses of Con- 
gresa againat liim, but ho himaotf un- 
daunted and unmoved by tho frenzied out- 
oriea of hoatilo intereata ond aolfiah poll- 
bicians, and ao he will atand in 
the history of his country, a 
grand, heroic, inspiring example, when 
the pack ot little vilitiora who now anarl 
and bark at hia heola about tho profit bank- 
era aro miiking out of a contract made under 
duroaa — tho Bryiira and tho Blanda and the 
Lodges, and tho Onandlers, and thab ilk — 
aro buried and f.irgotten. Whenever ho 
rose above all the small coosiderationa cf 
party politic 1 to defend* tho peace, tho hon 
or and tho prosperity of the country, he 
mado a groat mark as a patriotic statesman 
of sagacity and high cjurage. 

This is high praise, but the Impartial ob- 
server, who loves honeaty and admires 
pluok, must admit that every word of ib Is 
deserved.

PILOT BAY SMELTEK. 

Bednctlon Work Has Began in Karnest— 
" A Beehive of Industry "—River I'ro- 
tectlon Works. 

Ka.si.0, March 12.— (8pocial)-Tho Pilot 
Bay amolter waa blowni n on Monday and tho 
reduction of ores commenced in earcejt. 
Tho operations carried out were perfectly 
aucceooful, and its capacity for work and 
tonnage has encouraged and made the 
management at once take up tho queBtion of 
increased scow accommodation. Several 
contractors leave Kaalo to-morrow morning 
to bid on three new self filline hopper scows, 
each ot 150 tons capacity. It requires lOU 
tons of ore per day to keen the stacks all at 
work, and the Blue P'jII mine will bu 
assisted in tbe supply by No. 1 mine, the 
owners of which have a contract with the 
sniolter. 

Pilot Bay now reaomblca a beehive of in- 
dustry. The concentrator at Cirpenter 
■jreek ia now running. Eight gigo are going 
out of twelve, and It has run ihrtJiigh from 
one mine at one time nearly seven liunilroil 
tons of oro. In operation it is perfict, but 
tlio stream of water is inauflicieot. Thia is, 
however, being remedied by o two-mile 
flume runi^irg from Soaton creek, above 
Throe Forks, down to the works, and will 
be completed next month. Tho purcliasora 
of the liuroka group havo pub a force of 
twenty-four men on tho tunnels ond have 
struck a fino vein. A party of men havo 
loft for tho locality notwithstanding the 
snow. 

The now city council have ordered all 
taxes which aro doliiic|Uont to bj collected 
by suit if not paid by tno lilal, an they need 
the money for improvemonia which aro now 
the order of tho day hero.

Rev. Mr. Hawoia, the eminent Eoglish 
divine, lectured last night in tho Victoria 
theatre for tho first time before a Victoria 
audlengo. His subject, *' Music the Art of 
tho Ago," was bandied in a delightfully 
witty and eloquent manner. The audience 
was not as large as one would have expected 
at a lecture given by a man so distinguished 
as Mr. Haweis, but probably the small num- 
ber was partly oanaed by a alight mishap 
that occurred just previous to the lecture. 
Tbe wcodwrolc in one of the ataircaees 
of the theatre c:kUghl|Qrofrom a def(C.ivc Hue 
but It waa extinguished boforo much dam- 
age was dor.e, the iheatro hoso and tho tire 
dopartmpnt ohemicil engine beirg immedi- 
ately called into requiailiuu. Tho audience 
retired till the fire was over and there was 
not the least excitement. Mr. Haweis spoke 
of the evident oonneotion existing between 
music and morals, and then passed to a dis- 
ousslon of the functions of ail the arts, 
which he summed up in the one word 
" exprcBBion." Man being a dramatic 
animal, expression was the imperative 
niood of hia life. Tho average man 
fiuind it dillicult to give expresaion to 
the thoughts, bopoa, fears, joys that 
atrugglcd within him, he therefore 
turned with enthusiasm and worship to 
thoao great poeta, painters, rousiciana, goni- 
uaea in fact, who had caught the oxproaeion 
ho might havo sought for fruitlcaaiy for 
over, aed embodied it for him in song, 
canvas, or tones immortal. The high place 
muaie hold among tho arts waa duo to tho 
fact that not only waa it the deeply ex- 
pressional art of tho private individual, but 
that it ununded the great current notes of 
huinanlty, the feelings of tho world, the 
j:iy, triumph, ambition, sorrow of the race 
of moo, of the univerao. " The arts," said 
the lecturer " como like avatara, like 
archangola, to viait tbo earth, and 
to exproaa the particular needs of tho 
world'a development. A peculiarity of tbe 
arts, of nculpiure, cf agriculture, painting 
and music, ia that thoy aeem to reach, or 
rather to have reached, their higboat de- 
velopmenta in periods of from three to four 
centuries. Tho art of Greece, the embodi- 
ment of the beautiful in chiselled stone and 
marble, reached its culminating point about 
the third ointury before Coriat. Phidias 
had acoamplished perfect work, and sioce 
then what have we done but copy him '.' 
Let UB try to do as well ; we have never 
done batter. We cannot." 

The lectnrer referred to the development 
of agriculture as an art. " With the blos- 
Bomiog of Christianity in tbe aoul," ho aaid, 
" therfl arose the cry for eiprcaaion of the 
inwaid Bpirltuil life, and those grand gotbio 
strncturea the cathedrals and ohurches arose 
to bear testimony to the birth of new emo- 
tion, independent cf outward oiroumstanoe. 
ThoBO wonderful dreams of architecture, ty- 
pical of the mystery of the new lifa in their 
oomplei beauty of detail ; their twininga of 
devil and angel facas in tho imperishable 
a'.oco and marble. For how long 
dill thia art continue to develop '.' 
From the twilight to the four- 
teenth century, and aince then — 
decadence I It has exhausted itself. All 
waa done in atono that could be done, and 
still there was need of some warmer ex- 
pression of tho inner life, and so the chisel 
dropped from tho hand of man and be 
grasped tho paint brush, and under hia 
magic touch blazed forth those wondrona 
golden missals, fUmIng gold, sunrise and 
auuBeta It waa but a step from the misaals 
to tho walls, ond when it waa taken arose 
tbo school of Italian painting to satisfy the 
deep mystic needs and aapirationa of tho 
soul. Angelic pictures relieved the bur- 
dened emotions, and paintiog flooriahed 
till it reached its fioiahed perteotion of 
technique in Raphael and Pintcret." 

But there stUi remained a something to 
be dosired, and that somethiog the reverend 
lecturer explained, was nobility, variation, 
motion, velocity in art. The art cl sound 
arose in the cloistors, but many conturies 
passed before it culminated in the arc of 
modern music. " Musio the latest born and 
moat satisfying, moat spiritual of the arts, 
vibratinf to tho mood, the epirit of man, 
never sleeping, never still, trembling, toaa- 
ing, answering to the elation and depression 
of tho mind ; its eostasiea and iuiensltiea, 
and iia grand climaxes of pasaion ! Rough 
though the Gregorian chant of tho sixth cen- 
tury waa, it novortheloBS came to relieve tho 
monotony of tho prajcr, and to give a new 
embodiment to religious fooling. Curiously 
long the lime acenia now to ui in looking 
back, luriously long it waa before thoy 
atumblnd over i tie aecrot of tho octavo in the 
time ( f .Mrinto Vordn or t herealKiuts. When 
thia v.-uB (lone, however, modern music was 
di(-coverp;(i, and lirmly grounded on a scion- 
titi.) baaia. And what proditloua strides 
have bei'U madouiricu then I Handel, Bich, 
M( z in, Hiij d;', B-fllioven; thiy stem to 
touch haiuia ; .\1 cnriidsaohn, Sobubort, 
Wagner — W.igncr not cold in his grave! 
Why this is the golden ago of musto, and 
there is nothing more left to discover. At 
least, added the lecturer, assuming a con- 
versational tone, "I can't imagine anythine 
more complex than Wagner, if yon can ! " 

.Speaking of emotion, he said that a bad 
sense seemed to cling to the word "emo- 
tion." It was weak, trivial, womanish. 
But that was an erroneous conatruotinn of 
the meaning of the word ; emotion waa of 
enormous importance in the cirrying out of 
th 1 hlfairs of men, and no great religious or 
political tiioveinciit Iv^d i-vur bien carriud 
wi bout tho aocunmlatior, of a groat l)ank of 
emotion al ita back. .Muaic and emotion

A storm at sea or a man 
in a rage may both, as scenes, present 
themaelves to the mind'a eye of two differ- 
ent people who arc listening to a wild tem- 
pestuous piece of muaic- Tho emotion ia 
tho same ; tho atmospheres are closely re- 
lated." Eximples were given on the violin 
during tho evening by tho lecturer, who is 
as skilful a mnsloian aa he is a lecturer. 

Tbe lecture waa divided into two parta, 
and in tho interval a quartette composed of 
Mlas Powell, Miaa E. Ijoewen, Mra. F. 
I5arnard and Miss Loewen played very 
sweetly an Italian Mu/.arka, tho first two 
ladiea playing guitara tho others mandolins, 
Thia was followed by " Happy Daya," sung 
by ^'iBB Powell, Mra. Bernard accompany- 
ing on tho guitar and Maeter R. Powell 
taking tho violin obligato. Tho whole effect 
waa charming and received hearty plaudlta.

Sdieme. 

Mr. Stlckels Asks for a Full Iiivesti- 
g:ation Into Electric Liglit 
Matters. 



The Salvation Army shelter scheme was 
token up by the city council yesterday 

ofiornoon. Adjutant Archibald and Capt. 
Patteraon, tho latter of whom haa just come 
froin Toronto abeltor work, mot the council 
at 4 o'clock and accompanied thorn over to 
tho market building to see what waa pro- 
posed to be done. Adjutant Archibald 
pointed out that the Army would like to 
have tho two stores at tho lower end of tho 
market and throe rooms on tho upper floor. 
A partition could be put up to eoparuto this 
from the rest of tbe market. Tho intention. 
Adjutant Archibald explained, waa to start 
a wood yard, not to compote with others m 
tho buainesj but simply to give tbe men 
seeking shelter work to pay for their bed 
and food. 

Tbo council, consisting of tho Mayor, Aid. 
Macmillan, Hall, McL-jllun, Bragg, Hum- 
phroy, Wilson and Partridge, then returned 
to tho city hall to consider whutlier or not 
tho city ohould grant usaidtauce to tho 
sclnmo. 

Tbo Mayor believed that tho Army could 
deal with a certain class of people bettor 
than the city could. Tliero waa a charitable 
fund of ?2,000 UBually granted to tho 
Mayor. Ho waa in favor of giving a portion 
of thia money for the sholtor Rohemo, say

Pro^resa of the Dominion Coramis 
sloner Eugaffed In Working 
Dp Trade Interest. 



Two Years' Development— The Cable 
Scheme Before a Conference 
at Hobart. 

SSDNEY, N.S.W., Feb. 18 (via Mlowera) 
—Mr. J. S. Larke, the Canadian Trade 
CommisBloner, has just returned to Sydney 
after a plonaant and profitable trip to Mel- 
bDurno and Hobart, where he went at the 
Inyitation of the Premier, Mr. G. H. Reid. 
When in Melbourne Mr. Larko attended 
the federation gathering held in that oily. 
In Us opinion the affair was an nnqoallfied 
ancoeaa. Mr. Raid's epeeoh, he says, created 
a moRt favorable impreaaion in the Southern 
cipital, whilat the general feeling towards 
New South Wales was much more gen- 
erona than he had baen led to oxpuot. 
At the eODOlaaios of the meeting three 
hearty cheers ware given for Canada. In 
Hobtrt, of course, the Premiers sab in 
secret ; still, front what Mr. Larke could 
Katbar, New South Wales, Viatorla and 
South Australia were moat earneat In their 
deaire to bring about a practical aoheme of 
federation, whilat Queeoaland and West 
Auatralia were supposed to be not quite so 
warmly intoroated. Mr. Lirke looks upoi; 
the lurcols post between Canada and Auu- 
triUu HI praotlcAlly aettlcd. New South 
Wttlca hue already agreed to thu schomo, 
and now all that romaina is the arrange 
mont of inero dotuila between Now South 
Wales and the other colonies intoreatod. 
Ho thinks, too, that it will not bo long bo- 
fore another aloaniBhip is put on the Van- 
couYor route, to provide f.)r Auatralia un 
alternate mail aervioo with Canada and the 
United Statea. That will, of oourao, mean 
u fortnightly aorvico aoroaa the Pacilio. Aa 
far aa tho l'aci6o cable ia oonoorned, the 
Rtaiiil taken by Now South Walea, Victoria, 
South Auatralia, and Woat Australlik ia 
what ho expected. " But 1 have informa- 
tion," added Mr. Larko, " that loads mo to 
feel eatisiiod that if England agrees to do 
her abara the cable ia a oortatnty— und ut 
an early date." Touching the pronpocta of 
trade between Tasmania and Canada, Mr. 
Ltrke thinks that there la a oapical opening 
at certain aeasona of the year for Taainaniau 
apples Id the western provtnuea of the Dj- 
mluion, and, on the other hand, an opening 
for Cinadian apples In Australia when it la 
almost impossible to parohato that fruit in 
our own market. 

The opening up of direst sfisan communi- 
cation with Canada has resulted ia a con- 
aidorable inoroase in the eommerce between 
Now South Wales and the Dominion. Of- 
fi jlal aources show that in 1894 our imports 
from Canada amounted in value to £52.740, 
and the exports to that country to £14,520 
In 1992 tho imports reached £.'J3,,'ilG, and 
tho exports came to only £8, .'574, while ia 
1893 tho imports totalled £32,8G4, and the 
cxporte were represented by the extremely 
modoet sum of i'37. The export trodo with 
the Dominion has thus increased from prao- 
tioally nothing in 1802 to nearly £16,000 in 



1894, and there has been an increase in the 
two years of about £20,000 in Imports. 

An intercolonial postal oonferenae tn in 
progroea at Hobart, the capital of Tasmania, 
delegatea being present from ViotOria, New 
South Wales, Qaeenaland, West Australia, 
Tasmania and New Zealand. Mr. Thynne 
(Queensland) tabled a report from Lord Jer- 
sey of the 0:tawa oonferenoe, and gave no- 
tice of motion to the eileot that in the opin- 
ion of the conference it is desirable that the 
conetruction, working and maintonaDCo of u 
submarine cable through British territory 
or under Britiah control, from Vancouver 
Island to Auatralaaia, ahould be undertaken 
by the governmenta of Great Britain, the 
Dominion of Canada and by tho Auatralaaian 
coloniea aa a joint national und publio work. 
The cost of conatruotiou, working and main- 
tenance to be borno in the proportiona of ; 
Great Britain one-third, Dominion of Can- 
ada one-third. Auatralaaian colonies one- 
third. Tho proportion of tha Auatralaaian 
coloniea, or cuch of them aa combine 
in tho undertakinK, to be rated accord- 
ing to tho population, ascertained at 
each quinquennial cenaus. The route to 
be from Vancouver island by Neckar ieland, 
from thenoe to Caloundra, Queensland ; or 
if Neckar island oannot be placed under 
Hritiab control, the route to be by Fanning 
island instead. The Australasian colonies 
concurring in these resolutions to join in the 
appointment of a oommiasion, oonslatlng of 
three representatives from Great Britain, 
Canada and Australia, to meet at an early 
date and diaouaa the best mode of carrying 
out the financial urrangemr.nta nccciasary for 
the oonstruQtion of tho cable. The commie- 
aion to fubnit ita rocummendationa, to 
golhor with u draft hill, conferring the ro- 
(|ulr(;d statutory pnwora, to thesovonU gov- 
ernmenta inttrostcid, to bo laid biiforo tticir 
roepoctivo parliaments. The govoniment of 
Cuuatla to ho rcquoutcd to conrinut^ ila good 
clii ,'«H for tho pronioliiin and fiiUilincuit rif 
tho undertaking. Mr. Cook, of Now South 
W'lkloH, hardly viewa tho pnipQsal favorably. 
Ho inclinoa to a Nmv Z saland route, but 
awaits tho arrival of Mr. Ward, and an ex- 
position of tho New Zealand proposal, 
biifore giving a definite opinion. The other 
dclcgutoa wait fuller details before commit- 
ting themselves to any expression of opinion.

THE LIBBBAL FOLICY. 

(From the Hoatreal Gazette.) 

Liberal speakers throughout the ocuntry 
oontinae to prate to the people about the 
advantages of Britiah free trade and cheap 
oommodlties. The experience of the mother 
Und is hardly calculated to induce Can- 
adians to copy her fiscal system. More 
than three million acres of land have been 
thrown out of cultivation in liritain by tho 
policy of free imports, and dire distress baa 
fallen upon the agricultural interest. Since 
1889, her foreign trade has suffered a de- 
cline of £60,000,000, and the Induatrioa of 
tho land are in a state of serioua dopreaaion. 
Under free trade, the average price of wheat 
in (irdat Britain baa fallen in twenty yoara 
from 553 9 1. periiuirter to 22j. lOJ. per 
quartur, or by 00 per cent., a reduction 
relatively greater than has occurred 
in Canada. Addressing the Farmera' 
club, in London, on February 4ih, 
Mr. Martin J. Sutton stated 
that " the situation was worse than 
tigurea or atatistica indicated, and 
in every direction they wore confronted 
with the magoitude of the present dapres- 
sion," and ho added that nnless war or a 
groat discovery of gold ensued he saw no 
prospect of any change for tho better in 
Eogliah farming. Lord Hampden, writing 
to the London Times on Sebruary 9, pro 
tested against the dnotrina which Canadiat 
Liberals have made their shibboleth, 
namely, that the cheapness of commoditioB 
is in ilaelf an infinite blessing to tho groat 
rnias of people, irrespective of the (|uoution 
whether the prici of such oomnioditioa ia 
balow tho coat of production. Ctieapnusa, 
aa Lord Hampdon points out, ia of no ad- 
vantage to the man who, having no employ- 
inout,, liiia nothing whorowith to buy thi; 
neoBBiiriea of life At a recent mooliug of 
the H'lyal Coiiimisaion of Agriculture Mr. 
II. Biddull. of Ipuwicli, akeiched this pic- 
ture of the condition of British agricalturo 
under a ayatom of free trade : 

" At tho present time thero waa waol of 
work, or, rather want of money to piy for 
it. More und more laud wua going ou^ of 
cultivation ; on the better soils fields wore 
laid down to grass ; on the poorer farnie 
fiiilda wore left to produce such herbage as, 
when left unpioughed, was indigenous to 
tho soil. Thia had a very serious clfoot in 
the diminished demand for labor. Tho utate 
of cultivation was getting worse every year ; 
the fertility waa greatly detoriorutod ; on 
the cultivated land the daterioration in fer- 
tility und cleanliness amounted to fr6m £3 
to £4 an acre, or 2^ millions sterling in 6he 
county of Suffolk. There was great dlfB- 
oulty in finding tenants; witoass knew of 
five farms of 1,000 acres eaoh all on tho 
landlords' hands ; 20 years ago ho could 
have seonred ten offers for each one. He 
hid no doubt that nnless a rise in prices 
look place at no distant date there would be 
a very soiious crash in the agriouUural in- 
dustry." 

Mr. Treadwell, a largo tenant farmer of 
Ayleabnry, gave similar testimony before 
the royal eommlaeion. a aorioua was tho 
preaeut state of affairs that he thought that 
ualesa thero was an improvement in priooa 
many arable farmers would bo ruined in 
two years, and the mixed land farmers 
would bo forced to retire. Farmers could 
not go on losing for over. British farmers 
could not compote with the lo^ cost of pro- 
duction in foreign countries. Speaking in 
the British House of Commons last month, 
Bight Hon, Mr. Chaplin deolared that the , 



government must either do something to 
•top the fall in prices or else stand by 
and witneil the ruin of the greatest 
Industry in the country ; and Mr. 
Bjklfoor, on tho same oooaeion. expressed 
the opinion that " we were face to face with 
a financial, an agricultural and a commer- 
cial crieie." Even so atuunob a free trade 
advocate ao the London I'lmee. in its issue 
of 8th proximo, said that the unemployed 
of Groat Britain are far more numerous, 
cspeoially in tho large towns, than they 
ought to bo if tho community were eoonoml- 
oally in a healthy state, and that the de- 
pressed condition of agriculture is not, un- 
fortunately, temporary phase likely to dis- 
appear with aome movement of trade. 

Now, this distressful state of British agri- 
oulluro ia confeaaedly the conaequence of 
the policy of free importa, tho like of which 
tho Liberal party proposes to apply to Can- 
ada. The Engliah former has been brought to 
ruin by the bounty fad products of the cheap 
labor of Europe, South Amorioa, India and 
Australia. The Canadian farmer ia invited 
to aupport Liberal oandidatia in the ap- 
proaching elections bccauso tho establiah- 
ment, through government aid, of steamship 
aonneotion between the Dominion and Aus- 
tralasia may enable the cheap meats and 
dairy produots of the latter aotoniea to en- 
ter Canada in eompetltioD with our home 
oommodlties. But, if the former has reason 
to dread the eonsequencua of steamahip con- 
neotion, how vastly greater muet hia (ear be 
lest the Liberal policy of food imports 
should come into operation? At present ho 
can regard with (qaanimlty the increacing 
output cf cheap food sluffi in other parta 
of tho world, Bo far at li-nab aa his home 
marked ia conoGrned, bi cjueo ho haa in 
tho protective ayatom a euro barrier 
atainat their importation into Cunadi, and 
tho waturanco that if existing dutica prove 
inndc(|U4te to aafrgu ird him thoy will bi! 
made bo. liritioh farmora, nftor fitly years 
of free trudo.aro crying aloud for protection. 
Their home market hue been overrun by for- 
eign oompotitora, and the cheap commodi- 
tiea whieb they are asked to regard aa com 
ponsation for free imports are found to be 
dear at the prion, simply beo'iuso they have 
not the money wherewith to purchase. Tho 
example of Britain may well deter Canadian 
farmers from favoring a fiscal policy which 
hoa brought ruin to thoir fellows in the only 
country in which it hasbe^n adopted. 

BRITISH NAVY ESTIMATES. 

The New rmcrainmo Includes Works at 
Olbraltar, Dover, Portland, and 
Uongkongr. 

London, Maroh 12 —The debate on the 
navy eetimatea waa opened in the Houae of 
ComniouH to-doy by Mr. Edmund Robert- 
son, Civil Lord of the Admiralty. Refer- 
ring to the fact that the naval defence act 
would expire in 1895, Mr. Rubertaon said 
that the oxperdituron under that act had 
been £22.241,000 which had added to the 
8trengc)\ of tho Navy aovonty ships, all of 
whicu wore in aervioo or ready to bo put in- 
to Eorvico. Ho congratulated the House 
upon this result. Ho then guvo details of 
the now programme which iooludos works 
at Gibraltar, Dover, Portland and Hong- 
kong, tho aggregate cost of which will bo 
£8,700,000. To moot tho expenditure, ha 
said, it was proposed to raise a loan payable 
by terminable annuities extending over 
thirty years.

THE BEHBING SEA AWARD. 
(From tho Boston Herald.) 
The aotion of the House of Representa- 
tives in voting aeainst the Bahring sea 
damages award is discreditable when one 
takes into aooount the conditlnna under 
which the vote was given. Mr. Dingley, of 
Maine, fairly summed up the state of aff^kits 
when he aaid that we were " confronted 
with an »lternative, either hotn of which 
was an evil." " On the one hand," be said, 
" if we vote to pay the amount proposed by 
tho state department, we would be paying 
an extravagant and ucjustifi^tble sum. On 
the other band, if the qneation of damages 
nas fubmitted to a oommiaaion, the umpire 
to be (aa he mnat be) from a foreign govern 
ment, no one can tell what the reanita will 
be." Taking everything into aceonnt, the 
claims made and the expense attendant in 
arriving at tho award, which would have to 
bj borne by us, it is probable that the 
amount agreed upon by the state depart' 
ment cf $425 000 hi full liquidation ia a 
modest outgo, and should have been ac 
ceptod as a cheap release from a bad bar- 
gain. 

If tho claims are submitted to arbitration, 
as they now must be, unices Congress ro- 
jnsidors its aotion, which ia quite improb- 
able, thoco will ucqucstionably bo tho aame 
oppofiition to a payment ol tho claima as the 
rsiulcof the award that thtro has baen 
lately hhovvn in confirming the action of tho 
Socrutary of State. lo is frtquontly the 
c isc- Vfith a public or priv ito corporation 
that it ia bettor to aottlo by paying an 
amount tliat soci^is to bo In cxcosa of tho 
truo demand than to encounter tho uucor- 
taintiea and oxpenaca of litigiuioo. Thia is 
a practice that railroad companito -^nd such 
a public corporation as tho city of Boston 
adopt every week in the year, and as a re- 
sult of this policy save in that courao of 
time a great many thousand dolliira. Aa 
Congressman Diugley points out, thia ia a 
bad case whichever way one looks at it, and 
in order to find out why It is bad it ia neces- 
sary to go back three yoare to tho time when 
the compact was first agreed upon. 

Tho regular readers of the Herald will ro- 
mbmbor the astonishment we expressed at 
that time at the preposterous obligations on 
tho score of damsges into which Secretary 
Blaine then entered. For two or tbreo 
years prior to 1892 Mr. Blaine had been 
carrying on a correspondence with tho Eog- 
liah government concerning the seal fish- 
orios in Behring Sea, in which be had put 
forth certain ptetenalona aa to the right of 
the United States to exclusive jurit diction 
over the waters of Behring Sea, and had 
maintained that on thia ground the United 
States government was justified in laying 
down such laws bearing upon the use of this 
waterway aa it saw tit, and in prohibiting 
tho veaaela ol other nationa from fiahing in 
it or sailing over it. Wo had &8eumed 
all along that thia was an iuatanco of 
what; might bo termed diplomatic bluff, 
but it was diflioult for us to find words to 
express our surprise when in reading tho 
arbitration ngreomont with Lord Salisbury 
wo discovered that Mr. Blaine had been 
willing, not only to rest his entire case on 
thia utterly absurd and untenable theory, 
but had admitted a willingness on the part 
of tho United States to pay uny damages 
that might bo brought by tho Canadian 
■oalera against the government if an inter- 
national tribunal should decide that this 
pretension waa an unsound one. 

Three years ago we pointed out thai; this 
admission of possible damages by tho United 
States waa a moat eitravoganti and unheard 
of procooding. It not only hold us responsi- 
ble for what we actually aoizod, but for 
what upon a strained presentation of the 
ciBo a Canadian sealer might assert ho 
would have got if the United States had 
not stood in the way of his business opera- 
tions. In fSia\ we admitted judgment 
in advance, beoanae we baaed our claims 
upon pretenslona whioh any one conid have 
foreseen would be thrown ont (as they ware) 
just so soon as they were brought before an 
International tribunal. This waa needless, 
baoauae it would have been possible to have 
arranged, by a ay stem of restriction, that 
there should bo either no damages paid at 
all or damages whioh In amount and charac- 
ter were strictly limited in advance. This 
ia not an inatanco on the Herald's part of 
being wiao after the fact, for tho condition 
wo are now in waa predicted by ua three 
years ago, as one whioh must inevitably 
.•ome, tho only difforonoe being that the 
amount of $4'25,000 which congrosa haa now 
refused to pay is a much smaller sum than 
seemed to ua in 1892 as liko'y to bo ihi out- 
come of thia instance of blind and indiacreet 
international negotiation. 

But: having put our head into thia nooae, 
through what soemod to us three years airo 
to bo a temporary mental aberration on tho 
pare of Secretary Blaine, lb ill boonmoa a 
great government like that of tho United 
States to cry baby. Tho milter will nuw 
n all probability go to a tribunal for ailju li- 
ation, bub wu shall bo surpriaod if it does 
not turn out that tho arrangement which 
.Secretary Greaham made of paying a lump 
um in eottlement waa a much better trade 
in the way of release from a bad bargain 
ttiiin win be obtained through the exponsoa 
and awards of an international curt of ad- 
junment. The mistake was made throe 
oars ago, and that was the time when it 
hould have been oorreoted Wo are now 
atheriog the fruits of our past folly. 

And still it will probah'y be neoesnary for 
Uncle Sam to wake up and settle the Bebriog 
Sea bill sooner or iattr.

HURRICANE IN FIJI. 

Particulars of the Storm Which 
Lately Bronght Disaster to 
This Ishiud Group. 

Suva's Prominent Buildings Nearly 
all Wreck— The Natives Faciuu 
Starvatiou. 



PwtilenlMs ooms by the Auatmllan mall 
of the terrifio harrioane which swept over 
the fijl Wanda a few wetka aRO and 
the firet tCfiOts of which were still the topio 
of exciting diacusaion when tho Miowera 
touched at Suva. It was in ihia otorm that 
tho Araorioan barli Ophir, whose oaptaiu 
came over by laat steamer, waa wreclied, 
(;oing oa the reef at Levuka, and with her 
700 tone of oopra beaoming a tocul Inus. Tho 
bnildingg in Suva, the capital of F jt, buf- 
fered very eevcrely. The Presbytorian 
church, the Wcsleyan ohurcb, the ntttive 
Folynsiian church and the Church of Uag- 
land oollapged and were entirely destroyed. 
Q?he European Chnrch of Eofjland wag un- 
roofed. The custom house and bonded 
store and many small stores and dwellings 
were wrecked. The town is comparatively 
a wreak, having been the centre of the hur- 
ricane. 

Most rf tho damage appears to have boon 
done about 2 o'clock on the morniog of tho 
7th, when the force of the wind was terrifio. 
The hurricane was ucconipanied by fearful 
driving rain, which was penetrating every- 
thing. Morning waa anxiouaiy waited for 
by those who had been compelled to Ihe 
froa:i their houses It oonlinued till '> o'clock 
on Monday afternoon and then gradually 
calmed down. During the lull people ven- 
tured out to see the extent of the damage 
done. Tho town was stripped of foliage, 
and on every hand were houses witli 
verandahs blown down, roofs half cfl, bare 
walls standing, or damage of some other 
form done. 

The most serious reports of damage come 
from the plantations in the group, which 
have sutTored terribly. Tho cocoauut plan- 
tations will take fully five years to recover, 
and the banana plantations have been total- 
ly mined. The past year bad been such a 
thoroughly snooesafal one that business 
people were looking forward to a few years 
of prosperity, the ooooannt plantationa hav- 
ing only recently recovered from past blows. 
This is reported to be the most aerioua bur- 
rioane the group has had for a number of 
yean. 

Ibe island of Tavcuni, where most of tho 
European planters are settled, has been 
swept from top to bottom. The damnge to 
the Holmhnrsc sugar estate at Yuoa Point, 
Tavenni, is estimated at Xl .'iOQ, and a solid 
stone church, built by the Roman (Jatholic 
Mission, is completely demoliahed. 

The Union S. S. Company's Ohau had a 
most miraouloua cscc^pe. She waa ahipping 
sugar at Vuna Point, where there is abso- 
lutely no shelter, and abounding in reefs. 
When the hurricane had blown over she had 
drifted about IGO miles, and got amongst 
the most dangerous patch of reefs in the 
group, known as tho Bingold reefs, whore 
our small interinaular steamer would not go 
in the broadest daylight. Her oeoape is 
nothing short of miraculous. 

Ihe food eupnilea of the people are almost 
entirely destroyed, and the cfTsots, which 
teiist surely follow auoh a storm as the one 
jaat experienced, are famine, disease, and 
too often death. Exposure and the use of 
nnsultable food invariably oanse dyaentery, 
and other'dlEeases to which the native, dis- 
heartened by the loss of bia little all, very 
often snccnmbs. 

Tho government of Fiji, fully aware cf 
this terrible danger, has voted a sum of 
money to meet the more immediate neces- 
sities of the case, but this will certainly not 
prove luffioient. By far tho largeat number 
of the nalivea belong to the .Melliodist 
church cf theso colonics, and the niiaBiopary 
society are taking etepa to give lo.no relief. 

A correspondent writea : " Tho cyclone 
travelled from eaHt to west, revolved round 
the axis against iho isun, ua is always the 
caao iu tho southern hcminphero. Wo had 
thn last bli.at about G p.m. (Sunduy), und 
this, thouf^li it blew n jjhIo of hurricane 
force nearly all night, it eoemed to bo almoat 
a calm compared with the fearful reality of 
the cyclone. On Monday morning what a 
sight ths islaril presented ! I had watched 
the native built church go down with the 
lirat blast, and the timber and iron church 
just completed and very strongly put to- 
gether, went down a few minutes after. 
All the houses in the native town were 
levelled, nearly all tho mill cottages down, 
or lurobnd over, or blown away. The 
whole place had just the appearance of 
having been bombarded for weeks past by all 
the fleets on earth or sea, the ground being 
strewn with nuts looking like cannon balls, 
only no cannonading oould have caused such 
devastation to the bush, which was every- 
where level. Now the mountain sides look 
as though a fire had passed over them, the 
dead vegoti',tion, only a week ago bo green 
and bright, now brown and dead, but, of 
course, tho bush will soon recover, ond to 
those who wanted their land cleared tho oy 
clone has poaaib'y been a boon. Ab another 
instanco of the f jrco or loudncaa of tho hur- 
i icanc, wo had, «hilBt under fcholter within 
stone walls, to uhcut to the top of our voices 
to make ourselves heard,"

ON THE SPANISH MAIN. 

Alleged- Outrage by a Man of- War Upon an 
Ainericau Merchant (iteauishlp. 

Nkw Yokk, March 12 — The Colombian 
line steamship Alliance, Captain Grossman, 
(rom Colon, which arrived at quarantine at 
11:45 o'olpek to-day, brought » tale of out- 
rage at eea. On March 8, at about 7:30 
o'clock in the morning, when the ship was 
clI lh3 east end of tho island of Cuba a 
hrigantine man-of-war flying the Spanish 
11 ig waa steering in the same direction 
at a distance of a mile and a half. The 
Alliance dipped her colors, which waa 
acknowledged ond reciprocated by tho 
Spaniard. A few minutes later a puiT of 
smoke appeared from the nmn of war's bow 
and a report followed. This waa followed 
a few minutea later by tho tiring of another 
blank caririd^e Captain Crcaauian did not 
pay any atlemion to tho shooting, but con- 
tiuued oil bia onurao northward. The man-of- 
war then ul'ercd her course to follow tho Aliia- 
anco and hlmoat) ut once another gun was 
tiled and a solid abet camo bounding to- 
waid the American eteamehip, but fell 
aliorC. Two other balls were fired, but 
both went wide. The Spaniard fast dropped 
astern, and after a ohase of ahont 25 milea 
altered her course and headed back. Gapt. 
Grossman can advanoo no I heory to account 
for the oondnob of the Spaniard 

iTirso Oliioer Gorning, of tho Alliance, 
said it waa an outrage for the Spanish ship 
to fire on us when wo were out of their 
boundaries. It was on Friday morning that 
we sighted tho Spaniard, and when she 
hoisted her colors we, aa a matter of 
courtesy, saluted them by dipping tho 
American ensign. Tho Spaniard left her 
colors at the mast-head and fired a blank 
cartridge acroas her bow, wo saluted again, 
and again the cruiser fired a blank charge. 
Wo were outaido of the Spanish juriadictien 
and BO our captain decided not to heave to 
but to crowd on all steam. Our ship waa 
going about thirteen knots an hour at that 
time, and I should judge that the 
cruiaer waa moking about eight milea. 
When we had left the Spaniard a mile bo- 
hind US she tired a solid shot at ua, which 
atruok tho water about one hundred yards 
astern of our port tiuartcr. She fired twice 
more, but both of iho Bhoila fell short. Had 
it not been for the greater speed of our 
ship wo probably would not have been 
able to tell the story of tho 
tack. If we had been within two 
miles of the island of Cuba they would have 
had a right to make us heave to. Wo were, 
however, about four milea off the coast.' 
Captain Grossman has written Secretary of 
State Gresham detailing the facts in the 
case, and asking whether tho Spaniard had 
any right to fire on his ship or ooriipcl him 
to heave to, as he did not propose to do the 
latter, thereby losing time on his voyage.

Pahis. March 12 — LoSoir says that M. 
Hunotaux, minister of foreign aflaira, re- 
ceived tho ('hineao niiniator, who eolicitod 
Iho friendly intervention of France if 
Jiipiin'a conditions should bo too severe. 
iM Hanotaux gave a guarded formal answer. 
Tho Chinese miniater deniea tho repo;6 that 
China has acceded to Japan'a demands and 
is ready to aign tho treaty of peuc^r;.

The triumph of the Imperial arms at Woi- 
Hai-Wei and the promised visit in the capa- 
city of peace eiivoy cf China's "Grand Old 
Man," Viceroy Li Hung Chang, monopolized 
the columns of the Jupanoae press on the 
sailing of the Empress for Victoria, twelvo 
days ago. The general opinion entertained 
la Japan regarding the latter subject ap- 
pears to^be that the aged viceroy ia aeleoted 
aa an official scapegoat), the government in 
whose service his life baa been spent, crown- 
ing a long series of recent insults togrard 
him by assigning him the moat difFicuIt and 
repugnant miasion which the veteran diplo- 
mat has ever been compelled to underti'.ko. 
It would ocaasion no surprise in the Orient 
if, having previously ducidcd to be disaatia- 
fied with whatever terms Li Hung Chang 
may make with Japan, his government, on 
hia return to them, decided tooloaehlsevent- 
ful career by relieving him of hia head, aa 
well aa hia yellow jaelcet. Snoh being the 
fooling, tho Japanese are disposed to treat 
with respoot which be would not have other- 
wise ooinnmndod the dignified Bismarck of 
the flowery land, whose evil days are crowd- 
ing so fast upon him. Whatever tho out- 
come of the negotiationp, Li Hung Chang 
will retain the respect of hia enemies as a 
man bearing in dignified ailcnco the un- 
earned blame tor tho tniafortunea of his 
country. 

China has apparently determined to throw 
herself unreservedly upon the mercy ot nor 
conquerors, and tho war policy being thua 
absolutely abandoned Major von Hanneken 
has fonnd his occupation gone. First he 
waa met with aggravating opposition evi- 
dently prompted by jealousy on the part of 
hia colleague, Hu Yu-fen, chief of the Pei- 
yang commissariat. On Wei-Hai-Wel firat 
being threatened, the German general volun- 
teered to personally lead an army tore inforce 
the land troops there. Pinco Kung gave 
tho necessary permission for Von Hanneken 
to enlist a force of from 25,000 to 50,000 
men from these encamped in thu vioiully ot 
Tientsin and southward. V on Hanneken 
boliovea that he would havo been able to 
carry out bis plan and save the fortress had 
not Hu Yu-fen declared himself unable to 
provision the force, "aa the turning sonth- 
wurd of these troops would disorganize and 
disjoint his department." . 

Simultaneous with the annonaeement of 
Li Hung-Chang'ii°'appointment as peace en- 
voy comes the information that Von Ban - 
neken'a commission has been withdrawn and 
he will shortly return as a private oitlKen to 
his native land. 

The dramatic incidents of the attaek upon 
and surrender of Wn! Hai Wei form a. 
deeply interesting an'! 'vid ohapter in tiif 
military history of rlrtuari. Tncri< ia general 
regrot at the suicide cf Admiral Ting, as 
well aa general indigLin,*:!:" tho finding 
among the defri-r'.- ta tf liso fortress of 
John Wildn and Ueoi'ge CauiOiua. These 
men, it will be remembered, were arrested 
by tho Japanese authorities on board the 
steamer Sydney at Kobe, they then being 
on their way to China to enlist in hur mili- 
tary service. They were released at Kobe 
upon swearing that they would neither serve 
the Chinese government nor assist the Chi- 
nese in any way during the war. Disre- 
garding their oath they participated in the 
tanguinary defence of Wei Hai Wei, and 
having now fallen, with 4,000 other prison- 
ers, into the bands of the Japanese, the 
general public ia particularly anxious to 
know how their oaptora will deal with 
them. 

The following ia Admiral Ito'a dispatch 
announcing the formal taking over of Woi- 

Hai-Wei : 

Wei-Hai-Wki, Feb. 17- 
All of our fquadrons entered tho port of 
Wei-Hai-Wei this morning, and h»ve taken 
delivery of the forts on Liuko Island, tho 
torpedo station, the Chenyuen, Tsiyuen, 
Pingyutn, Kwongpu, Chenpion, Ohenp- 
chung, Chenpei, Chennan, Chcnhsi and 
Chentung, together with all olhoers. I 
have appointed cQjcors and men to take 
home tho Chenyuen, Tsiyuen, Ivwongpu and 
Pingyuen, I have arranged to send tho 
Chenyuen to Port Arthur for tho time be- 
ing and all tho other veasela to Japan. All 
the forts ond torpedo atationa have boon 
occupied by cfiicers and men of tho Port 
Arthur naval atation. I have placed the 
K'angehi at the disposal of tho Cbineee, in 
order to convey home tho remains of Ad- 
miral Ting, after disarming her.

NEHROES .4ND WHITES. 

Another liloojy Fiiilit Alonj; the New Orleans 
Levee— Blacks Sliot Down In 
Cold Blood. 

Nkw Oblkans, March 12. — Another 
bloody riot occurred along the levee this 
morning. Tho acono of the conflict) waa on 
the rivor front bolwoon Stanna and Duinaine 
Btreota. Throo men were killed outright, 
while a number were wounded. The killing 
waa done by a mob of white men, number- 
ing iibuut two hundred, who wore armed 
wuh pialola and rifles Tho negroea wero 
about to et»rt to work on the eteamor Ko 
gineer lying at that poiut when white men ap- 
proach! d from all dirootions. All were armeu 
and many took posaeeflion of tho box cara 
and poured volley upon volley into Iho 
negroes. The negrooa wore given no quar- 
ter, and wero ahot down liko dogs, several 
innocent poraona auiroring. Jamoa iilaine, 
punier cf tho ICiiginecr, was standing on tho 
iereo near hia abip when tho attack was 
made and received four wounda. Ho wae 
tired upon by aovoral men who aimed over 
tho heatia of three policemen who were 
kneeling behind some freight juat on the 
edge ( f the wharf. As near as can ho stated 
the shooting occurred a few minutes after 7 
o'clock thia morniug, a dense fog provuiling. 
Ac the time there wore only six policonicn 
on tho scene and no arrests made aa tho 
police weroas badly frightened usthonegroos. 
The firat report waa followed by fivo or six 
shots and then firing became general, the 
smoke and fog oomblned makiog the scene 
almost as dark as night. The negroes were 
on board ship and had just raiacd tho 
tirpaulin of hatch No. 2 when tho attack 
waa made. They were taken by surprise 
and their oriea were pitiful. Many sought 
refuge on board tho ship, while some ran 
down the wharf and made their escape. It 
is impossible to estimate tho number 
of shots fired, ' but it la said 
there wero" about 200. After tho 
bloody work, tho men hurried off as fast as 
they had come. Tho white men camo in a 
body, moving along the leveo up town un- 
molested. After their departure a large 
number of poiioamen made their

Mr. C. K. Ober, of Chtcagro, Speaks Entbtal- 
Bitically of the Work of the 
AaBOClatfoo. 

A good sized audience listened to Mr. 0. 
K, Ober's address, under the anspioes of 
the Y.M C.A., In the MetropolItM Metho- 
dist church last evening. The ohair was 
taken by Mr. N. Shakespeare, P M., and 
after an organ voluntary by Mr. Fisher the 
evening's programme opened with singing 
and prayer. After a very acceptable vocal 
number from Mr. P. C. L. Harris, Mr. 
Shakespeare introduced the speaker of the 
evening. Mr. Ober, who is secretary of the 
international committee of New York, spoke 
on what the name Y.M C. A. implies. It 
meant youth, manhood, Christ and associat- 
ed itfort. He outlined tho geographical 
features of the work of the association in 
every country in tho world, with its total 
membcrahip of 5,000.000 People talk to-day 
about Christian unity but, he said, tho 
association was living it. Ho showed how 
grcatrailroad magnates appreciated tho wvrk 
of the association by appropriating large 
sums of money for tie maintenance 
of a railroad Y.M. C. A. Tho great college 
volunteer movement has been most sucoess- 
ful, and there were now SCO students already 
pledged, some of them aotually in the 
foreign fields under established miesionary 
boards. He i^poko of how the association's 
work was being adapted to the needs of col- 
ored and Indian young men as well aa to ihe 
(■erman speaking population. One of tho 
worst ttdvortiaemente a city oonld give 
itself was to allow tho world to know that 
it did not tupport an organizition 
distinctly bonefiliiig young men. It wss 
never intended that membership foea should 
Gupport tho association as that would bring 
it dawn to tho aamo basia aa a olul) and 
would debar a largo number of young men 
from availing tbeniBolvoa of tho oppnrtuni- 
liea which tho aaaouiatiou iiirordod. At tho 
conolusion of tho uddroea Mr. Carter, see 
rctary of tho Iccal aaaooiation, preaented the 
(jnanoial atatcment which showed that all 
ita liabilities had been mot for Iho past six 
monlha. On account of aomo of the 
eubEcribers being unable to pay their 
subscriptions a canvass will be made to meet 
the dtfioiency for the next six months, ao aa 
to close the year, ending Septombor next, 
free of debt. Mr. James A. Dunimott, 
travelling secretary of tho association, mado 
some interesting and forcible remarks, con- 
gratulating the Victoria association on the 
improved condition in which be found its 
work.
